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Holne Chased This is one of the finest examples 
of the ancient Chase left in England, and is only 
a mile or so from the old stannary town of 
Ashburton. The Chase lies in a deep horse-shoe 
ravine, through which the Bart runs down, under 
the wooded tor of Awsewell, on its road to the 
Water-meet, the Lover’s Leap, and the Holne
